Although the Number in Iowa Have 
Decreased. 
Washington, 
Nov. 2.— W ithin 
the 
last decade Iowa has shown decreases 
in the total number of its farms, farm ­ 
ers ami the extent of farm acreage, 
but these losses are overshadowed by 
the enormous increases in the value of 
farm lands, implements and buildings 
and the expenditures for farm labor 
These facts are set forth in a state 
ment issued by the census bureau r* 
guarding Iow a’s agricultural statistics 
derived from a recent census of agri 
culture as a part of the thirteenth de­ 
cennial census. 
From 1900 to 1910 the total value of 
Iowa farm land alone rose from $1,- 
256,752,000 
Lo 
$2,799,025,000, 
an 
in 
crease of 122.7 per cent; the value of 
all farms, Including that of their build­ 
ings, increased from $1,497,555,000 to 
$3,253,719,000, a gain of 117.3 per cent, 
and the value of the buildings alone 
rose from $240,803,000 to $450,694,000, 
an increase of 88.8 per cent. The value 
of farm 
implements and 
machinery 
rose from $57,961,000 to $95,273,000, a 
gain of 64.4 per cent, and expendi­ 
tures for labor from $16,376,000 to $24,- 
732,000, an increase of 51 per cent. 
The total number of farms dropped 
during the decade from 288,622 to 216,- 
807, a decrease of a little more than 5 
per cent.

St. Paul, Nov. 2.— A substantial vic­ 
tory for tho Tw in Cities in one of the 
most important of the rate cases now 
being fought in the courts was gained 
when the interstate commerce com­ 
mission dismissed 
the case of 
the 
Omaha Grain Exchange against the 
Chicago and Northwestern road, alleg­ 
ing unreasonable rates to Omaha as 
against the Tw in Cities. 
The large 
productive country that lies in a com­

position, 
embracing 
South 
Dakota, between the 
.Missouri river 
and the Minnesota state line, is af­ 
fected by the ruling. 
The Omaha Grain Exchange orig 
inated the case and brought it to the 
hearing of the interstate commerce 
commission. 
The Minneapolis Traffic 
association, for the protection of the 
local market, intervened and offered 
testimony to show that the rates were 
not unreasonable. 
It was argued that 
the combination of rates which make 
up the through rate to the South and 
Southeast are substantially in favor 
of Omaha as compared with the Twin 
Cities or Chicago. 
The ruling means 
the failure of the effort of the Omaha 
Grain Exchange to change rates that 
would in a w ay have drawn grain 
southward to Omaha. 
It leaves the 
Tw in Cities receiving grain interests 
free from the danger of the loss of 
business from territory that has long 
shipped grain to this market.

" I have often wondered why the neg­ 
ligence of the guard who accompanied 
the president to the theater on tin* 
uight of tho 14th lins never been (ii 
vulged. 
So far as I know, it was not 
even investigated by the police de­ 
partment. 
Yet had he dom* his duty 
I believe President Lincoln would not 
have been murdered by Booth. 
The 
man was John Darker. 
It was the 
custom for tile guard who accompa­ 
nied the president to the theater to 
remain in the little passageway out 
side the box 
that passageway through 
which Booth entered. 
Mr. Bucking­ 
ham. who was the doorkeeper at Ford's 
theater, remembers that a chair was 
placed there for the guard on that 
evening of tin* lith . 
W hether Parker 
occupied it at all I do not know. If he 
did he loft it almost immediately, for 
he confessed to nu* the next day that 
In* went to a seat at the front of the 
first gallery so that he could sis* the 
play. 
To me it is very probable that 
the fact thitf 
there was no one on 
guard may have determined tin* time 
of the attack.”
